Lenine Blames’ Britain and The 


League of Nations

London.— Refusal of the Russian 
Soviet government to cease war ag- 
ainst Poland at the behest of Great 
Britain is contained in a Moscow 
wireless despatch, The refusal also 
constitutes an appeal to the workers 
and peasants of Soviet Russia and 
the Ukraine, It is signed by Premier 
Lenine, minister of war, Trotsky, the 
foreign minister, Tchitcherin and 
Kurski, commissioners of justice and 
says: 

“The British government addressed 
a proposal to us, July 11, to cease 
war against Poland and begin peace 
negotiations with Poland and other 
border states, promising that the Pol- 
ish troops would be withdrawn and 
in case of an armistice being signed 
will locate a frontier marked last 
year at the peace conference . 

“In the same note it was proposed
